Powers—nay, even two of them—even Eng- 
land alone, had declared that she would in no 
casé suffer this occupation of the Danubian 
Principalities by Russia, the latter would have 
taken good care not to,proceed. For Russia 
was just as little desirous of war as the oth- 
ers. But as nothing was said by them which 
would allow it te be imagined that they had 
any intention of warlike interference to the 
prejudice of Russia ; but as, on the , 
ceeneeh ak Tease bolas ad nae 
Sultan to concede, and as England, through 
her Ambassador, assured the Sultan that in 
case of war he'could not reckon on the sup- 
port of the other Powers, Russia thought that 
she might dare anything. She crossed the 
Pruth with an army and occupied the.

They 
could not well do otherwise, for public opin- 
jon, Which had long overwhelmed with sar- 
casm the attempts of the diplomatists to pre- 
serve peace, impelled, them onward. . The 
Western Powers.now demanded energetically 
from Russia the evacuation of the Principali- 
ties. If this demand had. been supported by 
Austria and Prussia with the threat of war 
also, in case of non-compliance, war might yet 
have been avoided. The Four Powers would 
have been ready to agree to all sorts of con- 
cessions, but unfortunately the language of 
the German Powers was not clear nor deci- 
ded, Russia accordingly gave a negative an- 
swer, and thus, at last, in March, 1854, the 
Western Powers declared war against 
Russia. 

Thus far, the complication had gone for- 
ward very remarkably, end «yet; in spite 
of this, war might still have been avoided, for 
it was evident with what reluctance the 
Western powers had-consented to a declara- 
tion of war, and the want of energy with 
which preparations were carried on suff- 
ciently proved that their hearts were not in 
the matter.

Wages Differently Affected by the Times, 
It is very curious to note how. differently, 
the tightness of the timés affects salaries and 
wages. Here and elsewhere it. cute down 
the wages of.mechanics, and turns half of 
them out of employment.’ The plea of “ hard 
times” is held a good one for diminishing 25 
per cent. the wages of the:sewing girl, the 
carpenter, mason, brick-layer, and plamber. 
Doubtless some employers who do not feel 
any corresponding pressure, avail themselves 
of this occasion to shorten up their expenses | 
for labor, but with most it is a matter of ne- 
cessity. The universal complaint of hands 
turned off, of mills shut up, and factories 
closed, is sufficient proof on the point. Em- 
ployers are as hard up ds the employed, or 
rather as the unemployed. The depression is 
a common one. . From all parte of New-Eng- 
land and the Middle States they tell-the same 
story as here. They who can afford to keep 
on, and upon whom. the pressure is not vital, 
are bound by. the highest considerations of 
honor and humanity to make no redaction in 
the wages they pay their employés; and we 
are happy to hear of many who will do all in 
their power to maintain the same. force as 
heretofore, and pay no less now that labor is 
abundant and cheap than when it was scarce 
But Hard Times in one thing are like 
a good rule--they “work both ways.” Those 
happy individuals who are set to do the work 
of the people’as office-holders, are pretty gen- 
erally going in for higher salaries on the 
strength of them. We have noted -already 
some in this City whose salaries have been 
enlarged to meet the equally times that ere. st 
hand. Congress is invitéd by Senator’ 
to increase the pay of Judges of the Supreme 
Court, and the per diem allowance to mem- 
bers of Congress, fifty percent. The pay of 
these officers is now just what it was when 
the Government wag, first instituted, though 
living then cost fifty per cent less than now.
